TANK WAS BEING

Two mon were injured and burn­ 
ed and property damage estimated 
in excess of $50 was caused by the 
explosion of fumes in

Malcolm Lease, 27. of East Berlin, 
a mechanic for the

company, was burned on the face 
and arm s and suffered a fracture cf 
the left arm between the wrist and 
elbow', 
Resser suffered burns on the face 
and had some of his hair burned 
off. 
2 Window* Broken 
Two large plate glass windows in 
the front of Resser’s tinshop were 
shattered when the gasoline fumes 
in the tank exploded with a deafen­ 
ing roar. 
Let se took the gasoline tank hav­ 
ing a capacity of 28 
gallons, from 
one of the Adams transit buses, to 
Resser’s Unship this 
morning 
to 
have a hole soldered. 
All of 
the 
gasoline 
had 
been 
drained from the tank and the con­ 
tainer had 
been 
cleaned so thor­ 
oughly that it was not believed to 
contain any combustible fumes, 
As Resser was starting to solder 
the hole in the 
tank, h*ese was 
leaning against the container. W ith­ 
out warning, the pentup fumes in 
the tank exploded when the red-hot 
soldering iron came in creuact with 
them. 
Both .Men Burned 
As the tank exploded, 
one 
end. 
which opened like 
the cover of a 
book, struck Leese’a left arm, caus­ 
ing the fracture. 
The 
exploding 
fumes burned both men. 
The de­ 
tonation broke two 6 x 6 plate glas 
windows in the front of the tinshop, 
although the work was being done 
in tile rear of the building.
